Vinegar, or Verges; and wich Oy! is molt pleaſant : Indeed it's proper in all ſorts of 
Cookery, to be uſed by the healthy, to prevent the Maladies mentioned in the Treatiſe 
of its Nacurr, as well as for their Remedy; and thut ſo much as gives the Pallat a ſmart 
relich, at the diſcretion of the Uſer : No error can be committed, y taking any 8 
from 10 Drops to 30. That proportion at any time, mingled with Sugar, may be doubled, 
and taken in Morning · draugbts, is very efficacious ; For it preſerves not only the Boa, 
but what ever it receives from all manner of Corruption, by reſtoring Nature to its Primi- 
tive State, To preſei ve health, any ſmall quantity will ſerve, but co repel a Diſeaſe, 2

In PA RTICULAR, 40 Drops of this Spirit in half a point of any ſort of Liquor, 
is a good Standard: and after the proportion of do Drops in a Quan, itrevives all ſorts 
of Beer, Ale, Syder, and Wine z long preſerving them both S:rong and Generous: And 
the like quanti- y being put into Barrels of Water for Mariners to drink at Sea, it will be 
becter preſerved, and avoid that ion which ariſeth from Raw Water,

To prevent the Tontheach, to cleanſe and preferve the Te:th white, pur fax Drops in 2 
ſpoonſul of running Water, (or for the Curious into Roſe-water,) and witha ſmall Lin- 
nen Rag, rub the Teeth, and is impaſſible they ſhould corrupt, or putriſie. It cleanſeth 
them from their Corroſive Gravel. | 

As for WOMEN, in moſt caſes its fi: to give private directions: But for ſuch as give 
fuck, let them with 66 Drops turn a point of Milk into a poſſet, and take the Whey, 
mingled with Sugar (if they pleaſe ) and di ink a reaſonable dravghe thereof in a 
Morning, faſting an hour after it, and their Children will be kept thereby frcm the Scur- 
vy, Smal'-Pcx, Feavers, C on vulſions, Worms, and the like Diſeaſes, giving and preſere 
ving a freſh and hea:thy Colcur, 

In CHILDREN, They that defire to prevent the Stone and Gravel, which by 
experiencedeſiroys them, as well as others (who are not capable co take other Medicines 
by reaſon of the Nauſeotſneſs and great quantities} may give them of this ſort of Poſſe:- 
drink, and they will find it both preſerying and cleanſing thoſe parts of the Body ſubje& 
to theſe Aſſlictione, and promiſe good natural reſt co them. 

If any delight in «F/ſavaticews, or Aremeticum, or Coffee, cis a very good Vehicle 
to d:ink of this Spirit 10. or 20, Drops in a Diſh of it. 

In Agues before the Fir, and in continued Feavers, in the morning half a ſpoonſul of 
this Spirit in a draught of Wine ot Beer,keeping in bed a while to fweat, it is very health- 
ful : If any r 7 «cn they may cake a greater proporticn, adding 
Sugar to make it pleaſant. |
